ir^BRID^COSMOS^ 


AMONG  the  man}^  native  flo\;vers  in 
Mexico  which  delight  the  observing 
traveler  none  are  more  striking  or 
more  admired  than  the  various  groups  of 
Cosmos.  There 
they  will  grow 
to  perfection, 
and  are  never  in- 
jured permaturely 
by  frost,  as  the 
plants  sometimes 
are  in  our  North- 
em  States.  The 
skill  of  the  florist 
and  hybridist,  and 
the  skill  of  the 
careful  amateur, 
have  brought  this 
beautiful  hybrid 
Cosmos  into  gen- 
eral  cultivation; 
and  made  it  popu- 
lar both  as  a  com- 
mercial and  gar- 
den flower,  and  it 
well  deserves  the 
attention  it  r e - 
ceives. 

The  Mammoth 
varieties  are  the 
most  attractive 
and  beautiful,  the 
plants  reaching 
the  height  of  ten 
or  twelve  feet, 

clothed   with  flow^ers  of 

feathery  foliage,  and  bearing  very  large 
flowers  on  long,  slender  stems.  Where  it 
is  possible  to  grow  these  Mammoth  sorts, 
they  should  have  the  preference.  They 


are  later  blooming,  however,  and  at  the 
north  should  be  started  early  in  pots,  and 
transplanted  without  mutilating  the  roots, 
giving  them  a  rather  sandy  soil  and  a  sun- 
ny situation.  The  low-gro\ving  varieties 
bloom  early,  and  if  the  seeds  are  sown  as 
soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  where 
the  plants  are  to  bloom,  so  that  the  growth 
G.  M.  will  not  be  retarded  by  transplanting,  they 
wnll  bloom  early  in  autumn.  The  early- 
flowering  varieties,  however,  are  not  near- 
ly so  free-blooming  as  the  plants  of  the 
Mammoth  varieties,  nor  are  the  flowers  so 
large  and  handsome. 

The  prevailing  colors  in  Cosmos  are  white, 
rose  and  carmine,  and  the  petals  have  a 
delicate  and  pleas- 
1  n  g  texture.  As 
the  rich,  graceful 
flowers  sway  upon 
the  stalks  in  the 
garden  they  call 
forth  the  most  en- 
thusiastic expres- 
sions of  praise 
from  admirers; 
and  when  cut  and 
bunched  either  for 
corsage  bouquets 
or  for  room  decor- 
ation in  bowls  and 
vases  they  are  al- 
wa3's  satisfactory. 
The  ease  with 
which  the  varie- 
ties may  be  grown 
from  seeds,  and 
the  beaut}-  of  both 
foliage  and  flow- 
ers, claim  for  this 
annual  a  place  in 
every  flower  gar- 
den. Properly 
cared  for  the 
plants  are  never 
disappointing. 

HYBRID  COSMOS.  Clematis  Pan- 

ieulata. — Seeds  of  this  should  be  sown  in  a 
flat  in  the  autumn.  The}-  will  then  germi- 
nate in  the  spring,  and  make  handsome 
plants  that  vine  freely  the  second  season. 
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Zamia.— The  genus  Zamia  belongs  to 
the  Natural  Order  C3^cadese,  which  em- 
braces plants  intermediate  between  Ferns 
and  Palms.  Most  of  the  species  are  from 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  do  well  either 
in  the  greenhouse  or  conservatory.  Z.  in- 
tegrifolia,  however,  is  from  the  southern 
part  of  Florida,  where  it  is  known  as  Coon- 
tie,  and  Florida  Arrow-root.  It  has  a  thick 
corn-like  stem  which  abounds  with  starch, 
and  frond-like  leaves  from  three  to  five 
feet  long,  made  up  of  narrow,  lance-oblong 
leaflets  from  three  to  five  inches  in  length, 
jointed  to  the  rachis  or  stem.  The  fruit 
appears  in  a  large,  oblong  cone.  It  is  some- 
times called  Sago  Palm. 

Rubber  Plant.— Rubber  Plants  are  val- 
ued for  their  massive,  glossy  foliage,  and 
the  pleasing  red  of  the  developing  leaf -buds. 
They  are  not  grown  for  flowers.  When  a 
plant  becomes  too  tall  cut  it  back  to  the 
height  desired,  and  encourage  a  branching 
habit.  The  cuttings  place  in  water  to  root. 
They  are  as  easily  started  in  bottles  of  wa- 
ter as  are  cuttings  of  Oleander. 

Propagating  Lavender.— The  Laven- 
der herb  can  be  propagated  from  cuttings, 
but  seedlings  are  easily  started  in  a  window 
box,  the  soil  kept  moist  till  the  plants  ap- 
pear. The  seeds  do  not  come  up  as  prompt- 
ly as  many  others,  but  if  fresh  can  be  relied 
upon. 


COMING  from  Chili  and  California  we 
have  various  annual  species  of  Calan- 
drinia,  succulents  growing  six  or  eight 
inches  high,  enduring  the  hottest  sun,  and 

bearing  a  pro- 
fusion of  bright 
little  flowers  in 
.clusters,  as 
j  shown  in  the 
sketch.  '  Prop- 
agation may  be 
effected  from 
either  seeds  or 
cuttings,  but 
usually  seeds 
are  spring- 
sown  in  drills  where  the  plants  are  to  bloom, 
and  the  plants  allowed  to  grow  thickly, 
forming  a  mass  which  becomes  covered  with 
flowers  every  morning  throughout  the  sum- 
mer. The  flowers  are  of  various  colors,  as 
rose,  white,  crimson  and  violet,  and  when 
blended  they  make  a  garden  display  that 
elicits  much  praise  and  admiration. 

Old-fashioned  Pink.— What  is  various- 
ly known  as  the  old-fashioned  Garden  Pink, 
Clove  Pink,  Grass  Pink,  May  Pink  and 
Pheasants  Eye  Pink,  is  an  early-flowering, 
deliciously  scented  Pink  growing  from  eight 
to  twelve  inches  high,  and  blooming  pro- 
fusely, the  fl.owers  being  both  plain  and 
fringed,  and  mostly  flesh  white  to  carmine, 
with  a  dark  zone  or  eye.  Seedling  plants 
begin  to  bloom  the  second  season,  and  be- 
ing hardy  they  stool  out,  becoming  a  mat 
of  narrow,  dense,  grass-like  foliage,  espec- 
ially fitting  it  for  borders  and  edgings.  Of 
late  years  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  range  of  colors,  and  in  the  size  and 
form  of  the  flowers,  as  well  as  in  protract- 
ing the  blooming  period.  The  newer  va- 
rieties are  especially  desirable,  and  should 
have  a  place  in  every  perennial  garden. 

Scale  on  Asparagus.— When  an  Aspar- 
gus  Sprengeri  becomes  covered  with  scale 
gradually  dry  it  off  and  when  the  foliage 
begins  to  turn  yellow  cut  the  stems  off  at 
the  base  and  burn  them,  being  careful  that 
no  insects  are  left  about  the  remaining 
stubs.  Then  cover  the  surface  with  chopped 
tobacco  stems  or  tobacco  dust,  and  begin 
to  water,  increasing  the  supply  when  the 
new  shoots  appear,  a  clean,  vigorous  plant 
will  replace  the  old  one. 

Innoeenc^. — This  name  is  sometimes 
applied  to  the  common  Houstonia  Ccerulea, 
which  dots  our  meadows  in  spring  with 
delicate  little  blueish  flowers  with  a  yellow 
eye.  It  is  also  given  to  the  beautiful  Col- 
linsla  verna,  which  grows  a  foot  or  more 
high,  and  bears  violet  and  white  flowers  in 
whorls  early  in  spring.  Seeds  may  be 
obtained  of  seedsmen,  and  should  be  sown 
in  September. 
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THE  IMPROVED, compact, dwarf  double 
Asters  now  used  for  pots  and  beds  af- 
ford as  much  satisfaction  and  pleasure 
as  almost  any  other  summer  flower  grown 
from  seeds,  and  de- 
serve to  be  general- 
ly cultivated.  The 
seeds  germinate  in 
from  three  to  five 
days  after  sowing, 
and  if  given  plenty 
of  light  and  air  the 
plants  are  soon 
ready  to  transplant.  In  sowing  use  the 
seed  sparingly,  so  that  the  plants  will  not 
be  crowded  when  small.  Crowded  plants 
are  subject  to  a  fungus  that  causes  them  to 
die  at  the  surface  and  fall  over. 

The  Aster  bed  should  be  in  a  sunny  ex- 
posure, the  soil  deep,  rich  and  well  drained. 
Set  the  plants  five  inches  apart  each  way, 
and  after  they  get  established  mulch  the 
surface  with  fine  stable  litter,  which  will 
not  only  act  as  a  fertilizer,  but  keep  the  soil 
moist  and  cool,  and  insure  the  free  and 
healthy  development  of  the  plants.  When 
the  buds  begin  to  open  some  liquid  manure 
judiciously  applied  will  promote  a  fine  dis- 
play of  bloom.  If  plants  are  attacked  at 
the  roots  with  lice,  use  tobacco  tea  almost 
scalding  hot,  applying  it  freely  until  the 
soil  about  the  affected  plants  is  saturated. 
This  application  will  take  the  place  of  any 
other  fertilizer,  and  it  will  not  only  destroy 
the  pests,  but  enrich  the  soil.  If  the  flow- 
ers are  troubled  with  the  black  beetle  the 
use  of  Paris  green,  stirred  in  water,  a  tea- 
spoonful  to  two  gallons,  and  sprinkled  over 
the  bed  in  the  evening,  will  be  effectual. 
Some  persons  prefer  not  to  use  the  poison, 
however,  and  in  that  case  a  transparent 
wire  screen  stretched  over  a  frame  and 
placed  over  the  bed  will  keep  the  beetles 
out  if  well  secured  at  the  ground. 

A  good  strain  of  Bedding  Asters  treated 
as  suggested  will  not  fail  to  make  a  gorge- 
ous autumn  display,  and  prove  a  source  of 
admirable  adornment  and  delightful 
pleasure. 

Starting  Rubber  Trees.— The  best  way 
to  start  a  Rubber  tree  is  to  take  a  point 
cutting  six  or  eight  inches  long,  remove  the 
lower  leaves,  and  insert  the  stem  in  a  bottle 
of  water,  the  bottle  being  wrapped  with 
dark  paper  to  exclude  the  light.  Keep  in 
a  moderately  warm  place  for  several  weeks, 
when  roots  will  develop,  and  the  cutting 
can  be  taken  out  and  potted.  Oleanders 
can  be  successfully  started  in  the  same  way. 

Root-Liee. — These  may  be  destroyed  by 
watering  the  affected  plants  with  tobacco 
tea  slightly  hotter  than  the  hand  will  bear. 
Two  or  three  proper  applications  should  be 
affectual. 


CALLIRHOE  verticillata  is  a  trailing 
malvaceous,  hardy,  native  plant  some- 
times called  Trailing  Hollyhock.  It  is 
often  met  with  by  those 
traveling  through  our 
Western  States,  and  its 
abundance  of  bright 
and  handsome  flowers 
excites  their  admira- 
tion and  wonder.  Its 
roots  penetrate  deep  in 
the  soil,  and  in  consequence  the  drought 
does  not  injure  it  as  it  does  many  other 
plants  found  in  cultivation.  It  is  a  hardy 
perennial,  makes  a  dense  and  liberal  growth 
and  blooms  freely  from  spring  until  after 
severe  frosts,  thus  fitting  it  especially  for  a 
bed  where  a  continuous  display  is  desired. 

Seedling  plants  are  easily  raised  by  even 
the  novice  in  floriculture,  and  may  be 
started  either  in  fall  or  spring.  They  begin 
to  bloom  in  a  few  weeks,  and  will  increase 
in  size  and  beauty  for  several  years.  The 
flowers  are  cup-shaped,  about  as  large  as  a 
single  Portulaca  flower,  and  as  rich  in  color, 
being  of  glowing  carmine  hue.  The  plants 
should  be  set  a  foot  apart,  and  do  not  mind 
the  hottest  sun,  indeed  seem  to  revel  in  it. 
This  is  a  perennial  but  little  known  as  yet, 
but  its  adaptability  for  beds  should  insure 
its  future  popularity.  It  deserves  to  be 
generally  cultivated. 

Compact. — A  good  compact  for  most 
kinds  of  plants  is  made  by  piling  sod,  sand 
and  manure  in  layers,  letting  it  stand  for 
six  or  eight  weeks,  then  stirring  or  forking 
it  over  several  times  at  intervals  of  two  or 
three  weeks.  Plants  requiring  a  more 
porous  soil  can  be  accommodated  by  adding 
sand  to  this  compact.  Those  requiring  a 
more  tenacious  soil  can  be  suited  by  adding 
loam.  As  a  rule,  however,  the  compact 
without  additions  will  be  found  adapted  to 
nearly  all  the  plants  grown  in  the  window 
or  conservatory. 

Cinerarias  Dying.— Cinerarias  some- 
times die  from  the  attack  of  Aphis,  to  which 
they  are  subject.  To  avoid  this  pest  always 
keep  tobacce  dust  or  chopped  tobacco  stems 
upon  the  surface  of  the  soil.  They  will  also 
die  if  allowed  to  become  too  much  root- 
bound.  Avoid  this  by  shifting  into  larger 
pots  as  growth  progresses.  The  plants  may 
also  die  from  over-watering,  or  insufficient 
drainage.  The  cultivator  must  judge  as  to 
which  of  these  conditions  is  the  cause  of  the 
trouble. 

Slugs  and  Snails.— A  remedy  for  these 
is  to  sprinkle  the  soil  in  the  evening  with 
lime  water,  then  dust  off  with  fresh  slacked 
lime.  They  cannot  bear  lime  about  their 
bodies,  but  care  must  be  taken  that  too 
much  is  not  applied,  as  it  may  prove  injuri- 
ous to  the  plants,  if  injudiciously  applied. 
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A  BORDER  OF  PERENNIALS. 


FOR  an  edging  use  Dianthns  plumarius, 
Tunica  saxifraga,or  Primula  acaulis  or 
veris.  Tunica  is  especially  desirable, 
as  it  is  tenacious,  has  dense, dark  green  fol- 
iage, and  bears  it's  little  flowers  continuous- 
ly. Double  Daisy,  Crucianella  stylosa  and 
Saponaria  ocymoides  may  also  be  used. 
Next  to  this  in  the  bed  can  be  planted  Mar- 
garet or  Chabaud  Carnations,  Diadem 
Pinks  or  Sweet  William.  If  kept  from  seed- 
ing these  will  bloom  continuously.  Back 
of  these  the  Compact  Early-flowering  Del- 
phinium, which  may  be  termed  everbloom- 
ing,  will  make  a  fine  display.  As  a  back- 
ground use  Perennial  Peas,  supported  by  a 
wire  trellis^  or  you  may  try  Hollyhocks, 
Columbine,  Ch clone  or  Campanulas.  If  a 
showy  bed  of  perennials,  all  of  one  kind,  is 
desired,  use  Gaillardia  grandiflora,  the  tall 
sorts,  planting  Cerastium  Biebersteini  as 
an  edging.  All  of  these  may  be  grown  from 
seeds,  but  only  a  few  of  them  will  bloom 
before  the  second  year. 

lee  Plant. — This  is  known  as  Mesembry- 

P various  sizes.    It  is  a 
are  small,  and  the  plant 
is  chiefly  valuable  for  its  foliage. 

Dahlias  Imp  erf  eet.— During  a  wet, 
cool  season  Dahlia  plants  often  bear  imper- 
fect flowers,  especially  if  grown  in  a  rich, 
tenacious  clay  soil.  A  gravel,  rather  dry 
soil  is  the  best  to  promote  free-blooming 
and  perfect  development  of  Dahlias.  If  in 
full  sunshine  mulch  the  bed  to  keep  it 
moist  and  cool.  Dahlias  are  not  adapted 
for  every  soil  or  situation.  Where  they  fail 
to  do  well  it  is  advisable  to  discard  them 
and  grow  something  that  will  prove  satis- 
factory. 

Pansy  Geranium.— This  is  a  common 
name  for  the  Fancy  Pelargoniums.  The 
plants  mostly  bloom  in  the  spring.  After 
blooming  the  tops  can  be  cut  back  and  the 
plants  given  a  cool,  moist  place  and  kept 
watered  during  the  summer.  If  chopped 
tobacco  stems  are  placed  over  the  soil  the 
plants  will  not  be  troubled  with  aphis. 

Asparagus  Dying*.— Asparagus  will  turn 
yellow  and  die  off  every  season.  When  the 
foliage  begins  to  fade  withhold  water  gradu- 
ally, and  give  only  enough  for  several 
weeks  to  keep  the  tubers  from  shrivelling. 
Then  renew  the  water  supply,  and  the 
growth  will  be  renewed. 


SEA  PINK. 


A SPECIES  of  Mesembryanthemum  of 
trailing  habit,  with  brown  stems  and 
whorls  of  portulaca-like  leaves,  but 
more  angular  in  shape,  is  often  known  as 
Sea  Pink.  It  has  lovely,  waxy  flowers  two 
inches  across,  in  general  appearance  like 
an  Erigeron  or  Perennial  Aster,  but  of  more 
substance,  and  of  a  delicate  pink  color.  It 
is  propagated  from  cuttings,  and  may  be 
obtained  of  the  florist  under  the  name  of 
Mesembryanthemum  grandiflorum.  It  is 
erroniously  called  Ice  Plant  in  some  sec- 
tions of  the  country. 

Mulberry.— Kit  Clover  asks  the  name  of 
a  New  England  shrub  known  as  Mulberry 
which  has  flowers  like  a  wild  rose,  but  of 
deeper  color,  succeeded  by  a  red  berry. 
It  is  Rubus  odoratus,  sometimes  called 
Flowering  Rasberry.  It  grows  freely  in 
the  mountains  in  Pennsylvania,  and  can  be 
supplied  by  florists  who  keep  a  great  variety 
of  plants  and  shrubs. 

Starting  Hoya.— The  Hoya  Carnosa  or 
Wax  Plant  is  easily  started  from  cuttings. 
The  leaves  will  root  when  inserted  in  sand 
but  will  not  start  or  make  a  plant,  because 
they  have  no  latent  germs.  If  a  leaf  is 
taken  with  the  axil  and  a  small  part  of  the 
branch  to  which  it  is  attached,  the  eye  in 
this  ^•'^^^J^JJ^^^^Jj^^jJ^^^;^^^^^]^^^^ 

Lopesia.  —  When  spring  comes  cut 
away  the  old,  slender  growth  that  produced 
the  flowers  during  the  winter,  shift  the 
plant  into  a  large  pot,  and  let  new  branches 
push  out  from  the  base.  Give  these  sup- 
port if  you  wish  an  upright  growth.  They 
will  not  bloom  until  the  winter  season,  but 
if  well  cared  for  a  fine  display  will  result. 

Seedling  Geranium.— Geraniums  are 
easily  grown  from  seeds, but  the  plants,  un- 
less started  early,  grown  in  a  gravelly  soil, 
and  allowed  to  become  root-bound,  are  not 
likely  to  bloom  till  the  second  season.  The 
most  vigorous,  healthy  plants  and  beauti- 
ful flowers,  however,  are  the  product  of  a 
good  strain  of  seeds. 

White  Fly. — For  some  years  past  a  dimin- 
utive white  fly  has  been  more  or  less 
troublesome  upon  house  plants.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  get  rid  of,  as  it  is  not  readily  over- 
come by  the  ordinary  insecticide.  Pyre- 
thrum  powder  is  perhaps  the  most  effective 
of  the  safe  remedies  suggested  for  its  ex- 
termination. 

Alternatheras. — These  are  dwarf,  dense, 
variegated  foliage  plants  much  used  for 
cutting,  and  if  set  six  inches  apart  in  a 
rich,  sunny  border  will  make  a  fine  display 
through  the  season.  The  newer  varieties 
are  brighter  in  color  and  more  vigorous 
than  the  older  sorts.

ABOUT  CYCLAMEN. 


FANCY  ASPARAGUS. 


LAST  fall  I  had  two  small  Cyclamen 
bulbs  in  a  four-inch  pot,  but  as  I  thought 
them  too  small  to  blossom  I  gave  them 
very  little  care.  During  the  winter,  how- 
ever, I  noticed  small  buds  forming  on  one 
of  them,  and  before  spring  it  bore  about  a 
dozen  large,  beautiful,  pink  flowers.  In 
fact,  it  blossomed  until  I  feared  the  little 
bulb  would  die  of  exhaustion,  but  now, after 
a  partial  rest,  new  leaves  are  starting,  and 
a  perfect  mass  of  little  buds,  one  of  which  is 
nearly  ready  to  open. 


•  Seedling  Cyclamen  are  certainly  very  sat- 
isfactory plants,  and  although  rather  tardy 
about  blooming  at  first,  they  require,  very 
little  care,  and  are  beautiful  both  in  leaf 
and  flower.  All  they  ask  is  a  shaded  place, 
■^vith  just  water  enough  to  keep  them  from 
drying  out  in  the  summer;  and  more  water 
and  a  rather  cool  place  with  light,  but  not 
too  much  sunshine  in  the  winter.  .They 
will  richly  'repay  you  for  your  trouble .  Try 
at  least  one  packet  of  seeds  next  spring, 
and  you  will  have  a  thing  of  beauty  and  a 
joy  forever.  Mrs.  A.  Chase.

Impatiens  Sultani.— I  have  two  plants 
of  I.  Sultani  that  have  been  in  bloom  con- 
stantly for  a  year.  It  didn't  even  check 
them  when  I  repotted  them  for  the  winter. 
The  colors  are  salmon-pink  and  a  rosy-red.

LAST  March  I  bought  a  three-cent  pack- 
et of  mixed  decorative  Asparagus  and 
sowed  them  as  directed.  The  result 
was  there  were  five  plants  of  Sprengeri, 
and  one  Lace  Fern,  or  Plumosus.  They  were 
potted  in  small  pots  of  wood's  earth,  placed 
in  an  east  window,  and  given  all  the  light 
and  sun  there  was,  watered  enough  to  be 
always  moist,  and  liquid  fertilizer  used  once 
a  week.  They  were  repotted  as  the  roots 
seemed  to  need,  and  now  are  in  six-inch 
pots  of  rich  earth  and  woods  dirt,  equal 
parts;  I  use  only  clear  water  on  them  now, 
until  they  exhaust  the  new  soil.  The 
Plumosus  is  a  fine  plant  with  several  short 
stems,  the  first  growth,  and  seven  longer 
fronds  averaging  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
four  inches  in  length;  the  four  new  ones 
just  started,  are  about  eight  inches  tall. 
The  plant  is  much  better  than  those  around 
here  that  are  two  years  old.  It  has  been 
a  very  rapid  grower.  The  Sprengeri  plants 
are  not  as  large,  but  are  nice  and  healthy. 
I  think  the  quickest  and  best  way  to  raise 
fancy  Asparagus  is  to  grow  them  from  the 
seeds.  Eliza  C.  Smith.

Geranium  as  an  Annual.— I  have  sev- 
eral times  raised  Geraniums  from  seeds, 
but  the  plants  were  usually  slow  to  come 
into  bloom.  Last  March  I  planted  a  few 
seeds  from  one  of  the  three-cent  packets  of 
mixed  Geranium  seeds,  and  in  July  I  had 
Geraniums  in  bloom.  By  the  middle  of 
August  the  plants  were  full  of  flowers.  All 
bloomed  except  one,  and  it  had  several 
clusters  of  buds  when  the  plants  were  killed 
by  frost.  The  plants  showed  considerable  ' 
variety  as  to  form  and  color;  all  were  fine, 
and  I  never  had  such  showy  ones  from  cut- 
tings.

BegfOnias. — I  have  twenty  varieties  of 
Begonias,  and  they  are  admired  by  all.  In 
summer  I  keep  them  on  the  porch  where 
they  are  partly  shaded,  and  in  winter  I  give 
them  an  east  window.  They  do  not  require 
much  water  in  winter,  just  enough  to  keep 
the  soil  damp.  I  have  300  pot  plants,  but 
Begonias  are  my  favorites — they  are  so 
clean  and  thrifty,  and  rarely  troubled  by 
insects.

FOR  growing  Roses  in  the  house  moist- 
ure is  absolutely  necessary,  especially 
if  the  room  is  warm.  This  is  why 
Roses  so  often  do  nicely  in  kitchen  windows, 
(where  they  receive  all  the  steam  from  the 
cooking  kettles,  etc.,)  while  they  fail  in  the 
hot,  dry  air  of  the  sitting  room. 

Keep  the  temperature  as  even  as  possible, 
and  not  too  high.  Between  50  degrees  at 
night  and  70  or  75  degrees  in  the  daytime  is 
about  right.  Do  not  use  too  large  a  pot,  a 
three-inch  pot  is  plenty  large  enough  for  an 
ordinary  plant  just  received  from  the  florist. 

Roses  do  not  require  as  large  amount  of 
sand  in  the  soil  as  most  plants.  They  do 
best  in  a  rather  heavy  soil,  such  as  is  used 
for  Carnations.  A  very  good  soil  would  be 
two  thirds  good  garden  loam  to  one  of  well 
rotted  cow  manure.  Drainage  is  one  of 
the  most  important  things;  charcoal  is  best, 
but  if  this  cannot  be  procured,  use  broken 
pottery,  gravel  or  small  stones — and  plenty 
of  them,  and  have  a  good  sized  hole  in  the 
bottom  of  the  pot.  Keep  the  soil  well 
stirred  at  the  top, — just  as  you  would  culti- 
vate them  if  they  were  in  the  open  ground.

Success  with  Primroses.—I  raised  30 
plants  of  Chinese  Primrose  this  season  from 
ten  cents  worth  of  seeds,  and  some  of  them 
are  already  in  bloom.  The  seeds  were 
planted  in  May  in  a  shallow  box,  the  soil 
moistened,  and  a  pane  of  glass  turned  over 
it.  When  the  plants  were  large  enough  I 
transplanted,  and  gave  morning  sun. 
Primula  obconica  plants  are  easily  raised  in 
the  same  way.

It  went  nearly  to  the  top  of  the  window, 
and  had  as  handsome,  fragrant  flowers,  in 
winter  and  summer,  as  any  I  ever  saw  in  a 
green-house.

FORCING  CALLA. 


A FRIEND  of  mine  took  a  vessel  a  size 
or  two  larger  than  that  her  Calla  was 
in,  filled  it  about  half  full  of  water  and 
set  it  on  the  stove  to  boil;  then  took  it  off 
and  set  the  Calla  in  it,  letting  it  remain  un- 
til the  water  cooled,  then  she  took  the  plant 
out  and  boiled  the  water  again  and  repeat- 
ed this  all  through  the  day. 

Her  Calla  did  grow  amazingly,  and  the 
blooms  shot  up  so  quickly  that  they  opened 
while  yet  a  pale  green. 

I  would  not  advise  such  rapid  forcing, 
however.    I  think  heating  the  soil  through, 
once  a  day  is  often  enough  even  in  the  cold- 
est weather.

Hyacinths  in  the  House.— I  had  won- 
derful Hyacinth  blooms  in  the  house  last 
spring;  both  in  length  of  stalk,  number, 
and  size  of  individual  blooms. 

The  reason  seemed  to  be  that  they  were 
planted  six  or  more  together  in  large  pots, 
or  pails  of  woods  earth.  The  foliage  was 
longer,  and  more  luxuriant  than  the  Chin- 
ese Narcissus.  The  Due  Van  Tholl  Tulips 
treated  the  same  way,  were  one  blaze  of 
color.  The  bulbs  were  kept  very  cool  un- 
til almost  in  full  bloom,  and  then  returned 
to  a  cool  room  at  night.

A  WINDOW  HOT-BED. 


THE  principle  of  the  garden  hot-bed  is 
bottom  heat.  This  can  be  managed  in 
the  window-bed,  with  the  help  of  hot 
water.  Get  a  nail  keg  from  the  hardware 
store,  clench  down  all  the  nails  sticking 
out  inside,  a  milk  pan  that  has  out  lived 
its  dairy  days  should  fit  nicely  into  the  top. 
Punch  several  holes  in  the  bottom  of  the 
milk  pan.  Fill  the  pan,  not  too  full,  with 
good  garden  soil  mixed  with  a  little  sand 
or  finely  sifted  ashes  (coal)  will  do  as  well, 
if  not  better.  In  the  pan,  plant  your  seeds 
or  slips.  Inside  the  barrel,  underneath  the 
pan,  place  a  tin  pail  full  of  boiling  water. 
Renew  when  it  gets  cold,  changing  the 
water  every  day.  Never  allow  the  earth 
or  seedlings  to  dry  out,  but  spray  as  often 
as  necessary. 

A  little  curtain  of  art  muslin,  on  a  draw- 
string, will  hide  the  unsightly  barrel  if  it  is 
to  be  kept  in  a  front  room  window.

THE  new,  elegant  pot  and  bedding  plant 
introduced  as  Browallia  speciosa,  de- 
serves a  place  in  every  flower  collec- 
tion. It  is  easily  grown  from  seeds,  and 
seedlings  begin  to  bloom  in  two  or  three 
months,  keeping  up  the  display  continuous- 
ly till  the  plants  are  exhausted.  The  plants 
grow  a  foot  high, 
are  of  rather  trail- 
ing habit,  and  be- 
come  a  showy 
mass  of  rich  foli- 
age and  splendid 
blue  flowers,  as 
shown  in  the  en- 
graving. Good 
blue  flowers  are 
not  plentiful,  and 
this  one  is  so  hand- 
some and  attract- 
ive that  the  win- 
dow gardener  falls 
in  love  with  it  at 
first  sight. 

This  New  Bro- 
wallia, although 
so  handsome  and 
desirable,  is  of 
very  easy  culture. 
The  plants  are 
readily  started 
from  either  seeds 
or  cuttings,  and 
when  given  good 
soil  will  soon  be- 
come a  mass  of 
rich  bloom.  They 
may  be  used  as  pot 
plants  for  the  win- 
dow or  conserva- 
tory, or  for  a  bed 
or  border  in  a  shel- 
tered place,  as 
they  grow  and 
bloom  equally  well 
indoors  or  out,  if  flowers 
partially  protected  from  the  hot  summer 
sun.  This  Browallia  is  a  flower  of  more 
than  ordinary  merit,  and  will  doubtless  be- 
come popular  when  better  known. 

The  Cluster  Morningr  Glory.— Those 
who  are  fond  of  beautiful  flowering  vines, 
(and  who  is  an  exception  ?)  are  again  re- 
mmded  of  the  surpassing  beauty  of  the 
Cluster  Morning  Glory,  Improved  rubro- 
coerulea.  The  vine  starts  readily  from  seeds 
grows  vigorously,  and  in  autumn  is  glorious 
with  Its  great  clusters  of  exquisite  blue  and 
white  flowers.  ^  If  you  want  a  beautiful  vine 
to  shade  the  piazza,  to  cover  an  unsightly 
fence  or  building,  an  old  tree  or  even  a 
summer  house,  nothing  more  desirable  can 
be  used.  It  should  be  one  of  the  first  on 
your  list  of  indispensables  for  this  season.

WHEN  through  blooming  rest  the 
plant  for  a  few  weeks,  then  cut  the 
branches  back,  removing  the  great- 
er part  of  the  the  last  seasons  growth,  shift 
into  a  larger  pot,  and  encourage  the  growth 
of  numerous  new  shoots.  If  this  is  neglect- 
ed the  plant  will  become  stunted  and  ill-

until  the  cut  part  is  calloused,  then  remove 
and  insert  in  sand.  Propagation  is  also 
readily  affected  from  seeds. 

Ranuneulus.-French  Ranunculus  tubers 
come  in  dry  clumps  not  unlike  those  of  the 
Dahlia,  but  of  miniature  size.  They  are 
not  hardy  north,  and  should  be  potted  and 
kept  barely  moist  and  in  a  cool  place  till 
growth  begins,  which  will  not  be  till  towards 
spring.  Avoid  artificial  heat  if  possible. 
Giveij  a  cool  place  and  plenty  of  water  in 
the  spring  the  plants  usually  bloom  satis- 
factorily. In  the  South  they  may  be  suc- 
cessfully set  out  in  the  autumn,  , 
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OPENING  OF  THE  MORNING  GLORIES. 


ONE  night  in  summer  I  set  my  alarm 
clock  to  wake  me  at  five  o'clock  sharp, 
that  I  might  see  the  Morning  Glories 
open;  when  it  began  to  ring  at  that  hour  I 
jumped  up  quickly,  dressed,  and  went  out 
and  sat  down  near  the  vine.  The  buds  were 
all  closed  up  tightly.  The  light  was  in  the 
east  already,  and  as  it  began  to  steal  more 
and  more  into  the  yard  I  got  nearer  the 
vines  and  prepared  to  watch  the  buds  in- 
tently. Suddenly,  and  yet  softly,  without 
even  the  faintest  whisper  of  a  sound,  but 
with  the  merest  trembling  of  the  vine,  all 
the  little  white  flowers  enrolled  their  petals, 
disclosing  the  deep  red  and  purple  hearts 
into  which  the  dew  had  somehow  managed 
to  enter.  All  the  flowers  opened  at  the 
same  time.  It  was  not  more  than  six  or 
seven  seconds  after  they  began  to  open  be- 
fore the  last  bud  had  been  unfurled.  It 
seemed  that  just  as  the  morning  air  reached 
a  certain  degree  of  lightness,  all  the  flowers 
came  open.  I  noticed  that  all  the  perfect- 
ly formed  buds  opened  in  a  twinkling,  and 
all  at  the  same  time.  One  or  two  of  the 
flowers  that  were  not  perfectly  formed  did 
not  open  quite  so  quickly.  As  the  111-shapen 
and  deformed  leaves  unfurled,  there  was 
some  tendency  to  cling  together,  or  to  stop 
half  open.  There  were  only  one  or  two  of 
these  that  I  noticed,  however,  and  they  all 
got  open  within  the  space  of  six  or  seven 
seconds,  as  well  as  I  could  judge.  This  lit- 
tle experience  gave  me  a  deeper  love  for 
botany,  a  deeper  love  for  flowers,  and  a 
deeper  love  for  the  good  Lord  who  fash- 
ioned them  so  wonderfully.

Tapioca  Root.— The  Tapioca  which  we 
use  for  delicious  desserts  is  produced  from 
the  root  of  a  South  American  shrub  which 
grows  to  a  height  of  six  or  eight  feet.  The 
root,  as  well  as  the  bark,  secretes  a  milky 
fluid,  which  is  deadly  poison.  The  action 
of  heat  eliminates  the  poison ;  and,  when 
the  root  is  prepared  for  commerce,  it  is  sub- 
jected to  great  pressure,  which  squeezes 
out  the  juice,  and  then  heated  on  metal 
plates,  which  transforms  it  into  the  article 
we  are  familiar  with.

THE  NOTION  seems  to  be  prevalent 
that  Begonias  are  difficult  to  succeed 
with,  but  we  have  found  them  among- 
the  most  tractable  of  plants,  under  certain 
easily  provided  conditions.  Perhaps  their 
least  manageable  requirement  is  an  even 
temperature,  but  this  is  provided  by  nature 
in  summer,  and  in  winter  a  little  care  will 
provide  it  in  most  homes.  The  Begonia  is 
not  exacting  in  the  matter  of  sunshine,  and 
indeed^,  dislikes  too  strong  heat  in  the  sun. 
It  needs  a  soil  of  leaf-mould  chiefly,  and  a 
very  moderate,  but  continuous,  supply  of 
water. 

Among  those  which  have  proved  the  most 
vigorous  for  us  are  several  highly  desirable 
sorts.  Rubra  is,  perhaps,  the  greatest  favor- 
ite. It  is  very  quick-growing  and  robust, 
and  is  always  in  bloom  ;  its  immense  clus- 
ters of  crimson  bloom  rendering  it  a  most 
striking  plant. 

Pres.  Camot  is  a  highly  desirable,  silver- 
spotted  sort,  of  a  habit  somewhat  similar  to 
Rubra.  The  various  colorings  of  B.  Vernon 
are  well  and  favorably  known.  Some  reli- 
able sorts  are  Sanderonii,  Alba  Picta,  Sem- 
perflorens,  Robusta,  Argentea,  Guttata,  M.

Floral  Sisters:— I  have  been  very  successful  this 
year  sowing  green-house  seeds.  I  raised  several, 
say  twenty-five  plants  of  Begonias  from  seed, 
some  of  which  were  in  blossom  when  only  two 
inches  tall,they  were  of  the  Vernon  type.  Cycla- 
men seeds  were  somewhat  tardy  in  arriving  but 
finally  arose  with  the  seed  caps  on  their  heads.  1 
removed  a  few  very  carefully  and  saved  their 
lives.  I  raised  sis  thrifty  Cyclamens  which  I  hope 
someday  to  see  bloom.  Cinerarias  grew  very 
easily  and  after  taking  the  plants(two  of  the  best) 
to  the  County  Fair  and  receiving  first  and  second 
premiums,  I  gave  the  plants  to  friends  who  had 
more  time  than  I,  to  fight  aphis.  Calceolarias 
were  a  failure  owing  to  my  leaving  the  dish  of 
tiny  seedlings  out  in  a  warm  rain,  and  forgetting 
them  until  they  were  drowned,  and  lifeless. 

Chinese  Primrose  grew  very  weU  the  seeds 
were  tardy  but  grew  very  fast  as  soon  as  the  first 
leaves  appeared.  AU  the  seeds  were  of  three-cent 
packets  and  were  worth  many  times  the  money 
invested.  Ima.

Dear  Floral  Band:— How  many  of  the  Floral 
Sisters  put  their  plants  in  a  bed  at  the  north  of 
the  house?  I  have  for  several  years  and  how 
they  do  grow.  Geranixims,  Begonias  and  all. 

I  start 
new  ones  for  the  window,  the  old  plants  I  give 
away  to  encourage  the  taste  for  fiowers.  Several 
women  have  become  interested  in  fiowers  that 
never  had  them  before.  I  always  ^ve  the  Floral 
Guide  to  someone,  hoping  it  may  interest  them 
in  sending  for  seeds  or  plants.  I  think  we  should 
all  of  us  help  the  Editor  for  upholding  such  a 
good  cause  as  protecting  the  song  birds.
